" If you are goiug to tell your experi­ 
ence a t house-building." his wife inter­ 
rupted, "y o u had better begin, for you 
have had so much of it it will take a 
good while to tell.” 
“ Mollie had been a t me for a long 
tim e to buy or build a house," Jack be­ 
gan. 
"W e wero tired of May movings 
and buying now carpets every year or 
two. 
1 thought it would be a good plan, 
too; it would be so pit asant not to see a 
landlord’s smiling face about the lirst of 
every month. 
W ell, at last we deter­ 
m ined to build, for th en we could have 
th e house ju st as we wanted it. And it 
must be a frame house, because we could 
not afford brick or stone.

« Dobson smiled. 
1 If you keep about

" I argued with him, b u t he was 
positive it oould not b e done any sooner. 
That waa four mouths and a half; b u t 
Dobson is the best workman in town,

work—b u t where 
were 
the 
brick-? 
W ith all my good calculations aud nil 
my urgiug of ihe men I had neglected 
to provide any bricks. 
‘“ I doubt whether you will be able 
to get any just now, he told me; ‘they 
are very scarce, and consequently very 
high. 
A t any rate, it will take you two 
or three weeks to get them here.’

A t last tho weatherboards were 
ou, and th e painters caine, and after 
some delay, aud put on a coat of ‘prim- 
ins ’ T 
• 
“ ‘Now, M r. T aylor,’ Dobson said, one 
day, ‘you want four lathers.’ 
“ ‘W here cau I buy them?’ I asked. 
" ‘You can’t buy them ,’ he replied; 
‘at least I have not heard of any heiog 
sold lately. 
Lathers are not machines, 
but tnen; workmen who put on latbs 
and get the walls ready for the plas­ 
terers.’ 
‘Don’t carpenters p ut on the lathe?’ 
1 asked. 
‘N ot at all,’ ha replied; ‘lathing is 
an entirely sepvrate branch of th e busi­ 
ness. 
If you get four lathers they will 
have the house lathed in about a week.’ 
I went to the city near by aud en­ 
gaged four lathers. 
They came prom pt­ 
ly aud did their work well. 
I t whs a 
pleasure to ace those men work. 
W ith 
u m outhful of nails and a handful of 
laths uno of them would nail on a dozen 
laths before you could count 20. 
About 
this time I went to New ark and bought 
sashes aud hliuds. 
The sashes were to 
be for tw o big pauos of glass to each 
window—ono iu the lower saab, one in 
the upper. 
They came in a short time 
aud fitted very nicely; but there was 
ono little trouble w ith them —every sash 
was glazed with 7 by 0 panes of glass. 
So they had to go back to be exchanged, 
of oourse, and this took several weeks. 
I t was well on in October by this time, 
and the nights were growing chilly. 
''However, with the house inclosed 
and oue ooat of paint on, the old plaoe 
began to look quite hke being finished. 
I did not see how It oould possibly take 


more than four weeks taager to com­ 
plete it. 
Dobson, wbo had come to be 
my general adviser, told in» to change 
th e plasterers, au d 1 did.

ised to come ou a curtain Monday, and 
kept their word pretty well, being only 
tw o weeks late.

" ‘Now, will you go right ahead and 
p a t the other tw o coats on?' 1 asked the 
boss mason.

This coat has to 
stand three weeks to dry, and then wi 
put the second cost ou. 
A fter that has 
stood for three weeks we can put ou the 
hard finish. 
T he bard finish does not 
need to Bland more tbau a fortnight be­ 
fore the trimm ers can go to w ork.’ 
“ Three weeks aud thiee are nix and 
two are eight. 
T h at brought it to the 
middle ot December. 
T hen for th* 
trimmers, w hatever they m ight be. 
I 
asked Dobson. 
“ The trimmers, he told me. are the 
men who put on the fancy work inside— 
make the door and window casings, fit 
up the bathroom, finish the closet* and 
pantries, and do all the tine work in ­ 
side 
“ I had noticed th at the plastering did 
not join ou to the woodwork very well, 
b u t Í did not know what was to lie done 
to it. 1 asked how loug the trimming 
would take. 
“ ‘Well, I should keep about eight or 
ten men at it,’ Dobson replied, ‘and they 
can do it in six weeks.' 
“ They might have, perhaps, if tho 
Christmas holidays hail not 'broke them 
all u p ,'a s they said. 
As it whs they 
took eight weeks to it. 
T hat brought 
us past the ini id le of February. 
1 for­ 
got to say that we hung the outside 
doors while the plasterers were at work, 
and that the moisture from the pluut* r, 
combined with th e heat from the fur­ 
nace, which we p u tin u few'weeks later, 
warped tbein into such fantastic shapes

They 
turned up eight tons of ooal for me, 
warming up the bouse through the w in­ 
ter.

“ ‘T hat is alio a separate branch,’ 
Dobson told tno. 
‘You will have lo go 
t o 
and order the kind of stair you 
want, and they will send men from the 
factory to put them up.’ 
“ No more could the carpenters build 
my wooden m antels. 
Oh, no! 
A t a 
great cost of tim e and trouble 1 obtained 
a catalogue of a concern in the city thnt 
makes a specialty of mantel*. 
I could 
have them of wood, iron, inarblo, d ite , 
composition, bronze, or alm ost any m a­ 
terial I desired. 
There were pictures of 
several hundred different styleB and the 
oheapost presentable ones cost something 
over $50 each. 
Then I bad to select 
newel posts; and iu some inexplicable 
manner I became possessed of a cata­ 
logue containing pictures of a few hun­ 
dred newel posts.

A newel post is a big 
fancy post th at euds the balusters at 
th e foot of a stairw ay.

‘where do you 
get the watei?’ 
‘‘Yes, where, indeed! 
T hat was a 
trifliug detail th a t had altogether es­ 
caped my attention. 
B ut I promised to 
have a well dug at ouoe, and meanwhile 
he could bo putting in the pipes. 


THK t’L U MUKR .STILL AT IT. 
‘ ‘I t will cost considerably more to 
put ia the pipes now,1 he told me, ‘than 
it would had they beeu put in while the 
trimmers were at work, tor some of their 
work will liavo to be torn ou t.’ 
B at it 
was too late to remedy that. 
T hat the 
well caved in when 
it was nearly 
fiuished, aud th at it took two weeks to 
dig it out agaiu (including four days 
thut the diggers took to celebrate som e­ 
body’s birthday), I do not consider my 
fault. 
‘It was well on to the 1st of April 
before the plumbing was doue, the range 
set und the tuuk full of water. 
I will 
not try to tell you how long the plumbers 
stuck to that pum p trying to make it 
work. 
Anyhow, they are at it yet, and 
afier 
experimenting with 
everything 
else under thu sun, they have made me 
buy the sand-trap you saw me bring 
homo to-night. 
It did begin to look, 
though, as if the house would soon be 
fiuished. 
B ut there were still a few 
mechanics of different sorts to be hunted 
up. The furuaeeman, for iustauce, con­ 
tinued bis labors in th e cellar at inter­ 
val*, trying to make the wretched thing 
draw. 
The plumbers were forever and 
eternally tinkering at the pump and 
tearing up the cement floor of tlie cellar 
to lay new pipes to the well. 
Tiukers 
came(nud put tin roofs on the piazzis, 
aud painters caino sometimes and worked 
very deliberately. 
To mako a step 
toward the end we began to move into 
the house on the 5th day of lost July. 
‘Finished? 
Not a bit of it. 
W hy, 
m tu alive, it’s not finished yet. 
The 
carpenters were still doing odds and 
ends when we began to move in. 
I 
spoke to the painters about pipering 
tho walls, whicn, os you see, are a glar­ 
ing, staring w hite. 
SHRINKING ALL OVKK. 
“ ‘Oh, it w on’t do to paper them 
now,’ the boss painter told ine: ‘you 
must lot the house settle first. 
It 
ought to stand a year before you do any 
papering.’ 
" I t waa good advice, for I don’t be­ 
lieve there is a wall in the house without 
half a dozen cracks in it. 
Settle! 
I t 
must be going clear through to China. 
I have had the walls ‘touched up’ onoe, 
but the cracks keep coming. 
There aro 
three or four windows in the house that 
we can open, bat the rest are stuck fast. 
The carpenters say they are stuck with 
paint and the painters say the fnm< 
have shrunk. 
But the windowe are 
nothing to what the doom were. I wish 
you oould have ssea the doom a month 


¡ ago before I hud a carpenter here for 
\ two or three daye to fix them . 
1 thiuk 
th e n 
w as not un inside door would 
lock, and ouly tw o or three of them 
would latch. 
Kven now some of tho 
doors upstairs are nearly an inoh away 
from the casings, aud .will have to bu 
pieced. 
I hope by this time next year 
to have the chimney fixed and some 
paper on the walls. 
Then perhaps I 
will be ready lo begin buildiug another 
house, hut not if I am in my right 
mind. 
However, there are compensa 
tions in all things. 
I got a paper tu the 
mail yesterday th at ought to soothe a 
mail’s mind when he is driven wild by 
building a house.” 
"W h u t was that?" I asked. 
"A n assessment cf $120 on this prop 
erty to help pay for paving the side 
street, 
’round 
tho corner!”—(William 
Drysdale, iu N. Y. Times.

or further west on the road leading 
from Dr. Parson’s place direct into town 
via the Palomares tract extension of 
Gsrcy avenue. 
Possibly another tmall 
depot will bu located further west cu or 
near Sallee’s place or further west near 
M ud Springs—this would make it about 
oue mile butweun stations. 
The A. A 
P. people Appear willing to do anything 
reasonable to accom m .date the people 
iu the wsy of depot*. 
No definite con­ 
clusion was reached. 
The main point 
of difference up to 
last night wss 
whether the depot should be located 
within 2000 feet 
west of 
San An­ 
tonio avenue, 
o r within 
2800 teet 
west. 
A point on th e north line of 
Me*ervu's lanch due uorth of his house 
■mild nmrk th e 2000 feet limit, the 
2800 feet lim it w ould be on or near tho 
Parsons road. 
Messrs. Rice, Parsons 
and Mescrve contested for 2800 feet lim­ 
it and the otber gentlemen fur the lesser. 
Messrs. Kiev, Parsons, A. K. Meserve 
und H arry M eserve executed a deed to 
the company of ten acres for depot pur­ 
poses a t or near the Parsons ruad, aud 
al«o for right of way, last night, we be­ 
lieve. 
The other gentlemtn, named also 
C. F . L>op and F. L. Palmer, signed 
agreement for rights of way, provided 
the depot is built within the lesser limit. 
They may make a compromise of the 
difference in some way. 
The question 
arises, how is this depot business going 
to effect Pomoua? Home have said a big 
towu nour Pom ona will hurt us: others 
that several small towns will injure us 
and be of no account them elves. 
Wc 
believe that neither small towns nor 
large ones will injuriously affect Po­ 
mona. 
VVe welcome all the railroads 
th at can conveniently run through the 
valley. 
In the course of a few years it 
will he densely peopled from the hills 
ou one side to the mountains on the 
other. 
W hen th e Chino ranch is subdi­ 
vided aud Louis Phillips’ places iu the 
i&rket, 
the 
large 
remainder 
of 
his lands, they will be quickly bought 
up and peopled. 
The present Pomona 
in likely to do the largest amount of 
freight business because the greatest 
scope of producing couutry is tributary 
to it. 
The depots 
the A. and P., 
necessarily, will he content with less 
than half the local tariff on accouut of 
their high location, their trunk line, of 
conrse, being tho principal consideration 
with them in locating us they do. 
An 
increased im petus will be given to im­ 
migration to this section now, and treat 
prospectivo patrons with a considerable 
degree of decency.—[l’omona Progress. 


T h e P l r u D i s t r i c t . 
When, about tw o months ago, a pros­ 
pector came into Ventura with rich 
specimens of gold and uilver ore from 
ledges which he claimed to have discov­ 
ered in this county, people were loth to 
believe his statements and concluded the 
specimens were obtained elsewhere. 
A 
ontli later he came w ith even richer 
specimens. 
Daring the past week a 
Free Prc»s reporter visited the camp of 
Colonel Hmitli uud his p ir'ner, at the 
junction of th e Lockwood aud Piru 
creeks, in this county, which is situated 
about ten m ilts from the Kern county lino 
aud about six miles from the Los Angeles 
county lino. 
H e was hospitably re­ 
ceived and w ith Col. Smith visited the 
different claims, from which he secured 
specimens of ore which may be seen at 
this office. 
A t the Carbonate Queen 
lain» he found a three-foot ledge, which 
can bo traced for three or four hundred 
feet, of carbonate ore 
carrying ml- 
phides, 
chlorides 
and carbonate 
oj 
iead. 
In tbo Carbonato Prince is a 3 
foot 4 inoh ledge of carbonate ore, favor­ 
ing, to a great extent, the Yellow 
Jacket mine of Leadville. 
This ledge 
has beea traced about three hundred 
feet. 
Eleven different strata of mineral 
m atter have 
been 
found 
on 
this 
claim in a distance of 400 feet. On the 
Carbonate King is a nine foot vein of 
brittle silver.

Am 
C a l i f o r n i a a n d M e x ­ 
i c a n A m u s e m e n t. 
T hose who are acquainted w ith the 
custom s of old Spanish tow ns in Colifor* 
nia know w hat cascarones ore, and arc 
probably familiar w ilh th e w ays of us­ 
in g them and (he additional enjoy m eat 
th ey lend to all dances w here they are 
used. T o such of onr readers who are not 
w ell-posted 
in 
th e 
matter 
w e will 
attem pt to give a few* words of explan­ 
ation. 
T he origin of the cu sto m of cascarone- 
breaking is probably -urroum led with as 
im penetrable a m ystery as th e identity 
o f th e “ mau in the iron m ask.” 
It was 
brought to California by th e early Span­ 
ish fam ilies from 
M ex co, and up to 
w ithin a few yeu 's past, it was au at­ 
tractive teaturd of every dance given 
daring a certain portion of the year. 
Caacurone season begins according to 
cuatom at 12 o’clock Christinas night, 
and lasts until Ash W ednesday, and any 
oae of our old citizaua can tell of th e 
grand times at cascarone 
balls in the 
*‘flu«h days” when th e custom was at 
its height. 
Dances 
were of alm ost 
nigh tly occurrence th en, nnd hundreds 
of dozens of cascarones were broken in 
an evening, aud m any 
a poor family 
derived a handsome 
income from the 
mannfac*ure and 
a*le of cascarones. 
T h ey sold at u dollar per dozen in the 
early 
ja r t of th e evening and in the 
“ wee snia hours” when the commodity 
becam e scarce, an ounce ot gold-dust bus 
been known to be given for 
a single 
dozen. 
M any interesting stories could be told 
of th e e isc irone balls of the past, but 
on ly one w ill he 
mentioned, as an in ­ 
stance of the popularity of this peculiar 
feature ot th e b ills 
On one occasion, 
a t a ball given at tb e residence of Don 
J o se A brego, Pete Serrano, tben a mu- 
chacheco, was on hand selling cascar­ 
ones. 
A gentlem an approached and 
asked what he w ould taka for his cas­ 
carones, 
“ One dollar a dozen,” was th e 
answ er. 
“ How m any have you?” was 
n ex t inquired. 
“ F orty dozen.” 
A ll 
right. 
I’ll 
take 
th em .” 
T aking 
th e 
basket 
he 
Btarted 
down 
the 
h a ll, but had not taken a dozen stops 
w h en he w as surrounded by u num ber 
of yo u o g ladies, and in a moment all 
h aads were diving 
into tbe basket, 
com ing ont with double handsfull and 
craehiug them on h is head, while he 
m an fu lly strove t > return a few of th e 
com plim ents ba received. 
In five m in­ 
utes not one of th e forty clozsu casca­ 
rones rem ained 
w hole.

sim ple,

use. 
In Mexico, iu the good old tunes, 
tjuanslo hub in mucho oro,gold dust m ixed 
w ith diamond dust w as often used to 
fill the eggshells at th e sw ell fandangos 
given by 
tbe 
old 
grandees. 
A nd 
it is done occasionally now n 
days 
by some of the w ealthy Dons who w ish 
to do the thing up in style. 
O ther 
w ays of tilling th e shells was to use 
perfumed powder, and sometimes rare 
and costly perfumes were used. 
V ery 
often the shells w ere beautifully deco­ 
rated and som etim es hand-painted. 
In 
M onterey, bafore th e decline of the cus­ 
tom , tbe shells were often colored in 
faaciful designs 
lik e 
Easter 
eggs, 
and 
at 
other 
tim es 
tastefully 
dec­ 
orated w ith different colore of paper. 
Chopped paper and tinsel were usually 
p u t m the shells, hat on more then one 
occasion gold dollar pieces were u s e d - 


o n e in each sh ell. 
S piced candy was 
o ften used, an d som etim es pow der and 
p erfu m er/. 
H ousew ives religously save 
th e shells of all th e egg, they use and 
p u t them aw ay un til cascaroue season 
com es around. 
I n cascaroue break in g it is n o t neces­ 
sary th a t o n e sh o u ld be acquainted, iu 
fact, it is a s o rt of “ m ashing” proceed­ 
ing all th ro u g h . 
T he a c t of breaking a 
cascaroue on an o th e r's h ea d is to be con­ 
sidered a com plim ent by the recip ien t, 
w ho is in h o n o r bound to re tu rn it a t 
th e first o p p o rtu n ity .

THE EARP BROTHERS. 


T h e N to ry o f th e «¿rent l i g h t «» 
T o u ib a to u e . 
W yatt 8. Earp is oue of the most 
famous W estern charaeters living. Prob­ 
ably no mau has a wider spread reputa* 
tion throughont the W estern territories 
than W yatt S. Earp, of the famous Earp 
brothers, who created such u seuSation 
a few years since at Tombstone, Arizona, 
by completely exterminating a whole 
baud of out-lawed cutthroats who had 
sought a safe refuge iu Ari/. m a’s moun­ 
tainous ranges. They bad uutil the ad­ 
vent of Eurp and his three brothers 
«lone as they pleased, murdering and 
robbing with none to molest. 
This or­ 
ganization ot the famous bandits was 
headed by the notorious "Curly Bill.” 
They had for several years kept the por. 
tiou of Ariz)na iu which Tombstone is 
situated completely terrorized. 
The 
law was detied aud the officials power­ 
less to enforce it. 
Citizens were made 
to throw up their hands in broad day­ 
light and hand over whatever of value 
they possessed. 
Wells, Fargo & Co. 
were ut the ineroy of these highway 
men, and many times their coaches were 
"held up” aud their treasury box handed 
down to the merciless villains who did 
not hesitate to kill, when their demands 
were not complied with. 
Finally the 
"E arp boys,” us they were called, made 
tbeir appearance iu Tombstone, und 
located some of the very best town prop­ 
erty contained within the oity limits. 
They also staked out some of the most 
valuable mining claims in the district. 
W yatt then became interested iu oue of 
the liuest saloons and gumbliug houses 
in tho territory, aud was inakiug money 
hand over fist. About this time one 01 
Wells, Fargo & Co.’s coaches was "held 
up” aud the treasury box taken with its 
contents. The express coinpauy otlicials 
had heard the Earp boys spoken of as a 
set of very resolute men, who bad been 
officers of the law. 
They determined 
upon seenring the services of at least 
one of them to act in the oapaoity of 
"shotgun” messenger. The duty of the 
messeuger would be lo protect the treas­ 
ury box while in transit to the railroad 
at Benson, some thirty miles distant. 
Morgan Earp wss accordingly employed, 
and it is needless to add that after ho 
had assumed cliarge of the treasury box 
robberies became less frequeut. Mor­ 
gan’s aoceptanue of position in the ex­ 
press company’s employ was, however, 
the sigual for an open declaration of war 
between the robbers and Earp boys. The 
cowboys declared th at unless "M org." 
Earp gave up his job us messenger they 
would "kill him.” 
This declaration 
they made kuown to "M org.” The lat­ 
ter sent them word that he intended 
pursuing the even tenor of his way, aud 
that any time they Baw tit to kill him 
all they had to do was to commence 
hostilities. This so enraged the outlaw 
element that they concluded one day to 
beard the lion in his den aud Bee w hit 
kind of mettle the Karps were made of. 
^cordingly the two Clanton brothers, 
in compauy with Frank aud Tom Me- 
Lowry, paid tbeir respects to the city of 
Tombstone, buut on bringing ou an en­ 
counter with the Karps. 
Virgil Earp was at this time oity 
marshal, aud ub good a one us ever wore 
the star. 
After the visiting warriors 
had tilled themselves pretty full of 
wlnsky they comtneuced to "tuke iu the 
town.” 
They had not proceeded far, 
however, before Marshal Karo disarmed 
the leader, Ike Clauton, aud had him 
up before the police court. 
He was 
assessed 950 and ooets for boisterous 
conduct. After paying his Hue, Ike 
Clanton got the balance of bis party 


together, aud after saddling tbeir horses 
and getting out on the street they 
detied the marshal to arrest them. The 
marshal was not slow in getting his two 
brothers, W yatt and "M org,” aud tbo 
redoubtable Doo Holiday, to assist him. 
The famous duel was illustrated in the 
News, 
it was four against four, and 
probably eight braver or more deter­ 
mined men never faced each other in a 
death struggle. 
W hen withiu live 
paces of eacti other the shooting com­ 
menced simultaneously on both sides, 
both giving and receiving tbo deadly 
missile* that flew liko hail. 
After the 
smqjco of battle cleared away, Billy 
Clanton, Tom and Frank Me Lowry were 
lying in tho street cold iu death. Ike 
Clauton ran away at the tirst tire aud 
left his companions to tbeir fate, and 
saved his own life. "Virg” and "M org” 
Earp were seriously wounded. 
Doc 
Holiday also received a slight wound. 
The dead warriors proved on examina­ 
tion to huve an uverage of six bullets 
each in their bodies. It was the most 
desperate encounter that ever took place 
iu any country. 
The balance of the 
robbers determined, after their defeat, 
on getting revenge, but they changed 
their mode of warfure. They wanted 
no m ire "up and up” fights, and there­ 
fore resorted to assassination. 
Virg 
Earp, the marshal, was their tirst victim. 
They tired at him with a shotgun 
loaded with buoksbot from a place of 
concealmeut. 
W hile they failed of 
their object in killing him, they suc­ 
ceeded iu crippling him for life. 
"M org" was their next victim. With 
him they were more successful, for oue 
night while he was playing piu pool in 
Bob Hatches’ suloon they tired through 
the window, killing him lustantly. The 
bullet broke his backbone and lie died 
after a few moments’ suffering. W yatt 
thcu swore vengeance against every 
"rustler” in the Territory. He gathered 
some of his most trusted friends to­ 
gether, and atter aiming and mounting 
them, started out ou his mission of 
death. It was only a short time before 
Florentine, a Mexican who was known 
to be one of the slayers of Morgan Earp, 
fell a victim to W yatt’s shotgun, ihe 
next to meet a well-deserved fate was 
Frank Stillwell, another of th e assassins, 
whom W yatt tilled wilh buckshot 011 
the depot platform of Tucson. The lost 
of the three who was known to have 
participated iu the killing of Morgan 
Earp was Pete Spenoe. 
H e thought 
discretion the better part of valor and 
fled the country, going to old Mexico, 
where he still remains. The next one 
to bow to the unerring aim of W yatt 
Karp’s shotgun was "Curly Bill,” the 
most famous outlaw of the Southwest. 
W yatt killed hi(n one evening about 
sundown, - at W hetstone Hprings, 30 
miles from Tombstone. This ImbI kill­ 
ing brokft up the baud. 
Their chief, 
with the majority of his following, had 
bitten tbc dust, and those wbo were left 
Bought new fields iu which to operate. 
W yatt then left Arizoua and weut to 
Colorado, where he opened a gambling 
house in Milverton, and ' utterwariis 
another in Denver. During the Grand 
Army reunion lust summer he went to 
Dodge City, K&u., in behalf of his 
friend Luke Short, «ho had received 
rattier bad treatment there a t the hands 
of a mob. 
He is now running a large 
gam blng house in Eagle City, Idaho. 
He is a quiet, unassuming gentleman, 
about six feet iu heigbr, broad shoul­ 
dered, and wears u large blonde mus­ 
tache. 
He is diguilisd. self-contained, 
game and fearless, aud no mau com­ 
mands greater respect where ho is 
known than W yatt S. Earp. If he has 
been a man-killer and avenger, he hue 
been so in tho csu&e of justice aud iu a 
eoufliot with the most dangerous and 
treacherous elements of life in wild 
communities on the frontier.—[Police 
Gazette.

The once rich family who entertained 
enormously arc too proud to acquaint 
the outside world with the aotual state 
of affairs, and thiough the artifice of 
our assistanca seemingly retain their 
former stauding. 
On the other hand 
we have tbe relics of ancestral prosperi­ 
ty, who themselves have never had 
w ealtf, but endeavor to mislead thoir 
rich neighbors with the idea of apparent 
affluence.’’

Taking a memorandum book from his

ockct, Air. llrown said: “ You see here 
have three parties for to-night.

Some weeks ngo the Star published an 
article upon th e relative merits of vari­ 
ous rifles for the arm ing of troops which 
had beeu hroagut to the cousultration 
of the W ar Departm ent, aad the facts 
pretouted in 
connection 
therew ith 
showed th at this country had keen slow 
in taking advantage of the m areh of 
modern inventions in firearms. 
All tbe 
European 
nations are 
prepariuc lo 
haugc their iufantry riflss Germany 
has evru begun the Work, and her gurri- 
nons iu Alsatia are now partly supplied 
with an improved weapon; Italy has de­ 
cided to m ake a change iu tbe spring; 
Austria is discussing the remodeling ut 
the M auaer rifle, and in Frauce the 
question under discussion is: Shall the 
Lebel or th e iieblei arm be adopted? 
Every r-tle now in nse has a caliber of 
eleven millimeters, which is about double 
that of the Hebler w enpon. 
The cart­ 
ridge of the Grus model weighs a little 
over au ounce aud a h a lt; it is merely a 
fraction lower in the Mau«er type, which 
weigh? forty-tw o grams, 
A French 
infantry 
soldier 
a t 
present 
carries 
seventy-eight cartridges, aud a Germ tin 
foot soldier eighty iu box, knapsack or 
pockets. 
If the Gras breechloader—an 
excellent firearm, by the w sy—is con­ 
verted into a repeating rifle, us some 
military men desire, the supply of cart­ 
ridges for each soldier must necessarily 
be increased.

LONDON TENEM ENT CHILDREN. 


P o o r ly F e d , S c a n t i l y C lo t h e d , B u t 
H a p p y Its T h e ir W a y . 
A t all hours of the day, and bnt too 
often far iuto the night, there may be 
seen disporting itself in tho roadway of 
the street, including its gutters, a good 
deul of unwashed, scautily 
dressed 
juvenile 
humanity. 
These juveniles 
range from babes of three or four weeks 
old up to the buys and girls of ten or 
twelvu years of age, who have charge of 
them. 
For, where there is uot a girl in 
the family, boya are pressed into the 
service as baby-ni nders, which is so 
much th e worse for tbe individual babies 
concerned. 
Not th at the boys are will­ 
fully careless or crael, but they ure not 
the born uur es th a t the girls ure. W ith 
girls of tho gutter-children class, the 
role o f “ little m other” to “ real live" 
babies seems to come as natursl as does 
doll nursiug to the little girls of the bet­ 
ter-off classes of society. 
To the easual observer the childron 
of Tenement street look a miserable set 
of little wretches, but, as a m atter of 
fact, they are happy enough in their way. 
They are sharp, active, 
self-reliant, 
easily pleaatd .m l especially capable in 
the m atter of pleasing themselves. Their 
games are for th e moat part toylens 
ones, so far, at any rate, as “ bought” 
toys are concerned, and th at is perhaps 
why they have a tendency towards the 
form of dramatic representation. They 
play a t—and in wonderfully realistic 
fashion—fathers and mothers, keeping 
house, keeping shops and keepiug school,. 
I t is perhuqs worth rem ark th at the tat­ 
ter game, as played by gutter-children, 
does not embrace the idea of the aboli­ 
tion of corporal punishm ent. 
The cane 
—or the stick, strap or rope's end, used 
as a substitute for it—is regarded not 
merely as tbe einbiem, but also as the 
practical instrum ent of authority. W ith 
it discipline is maintained aud attention 
to studies secured. 
The mimic peda­ 
gogues of the gutter apply it freely nnd 
with a vigor that is not aiways sufficient­ 
ly restrained, even by the fear of repri­ 
sals—the recollection th at the teacher of 
one round of th e game will he the 
scholar of the next. 
The privilege of 
“ larruping’’ the pupils is evidently re­ 
garded os the highest prerogative of tho 
teacher, and tbe one thing that makes 
the office enviable. 
In some of the outdoor games cf the 
gutter youths there is a good deal of 
ehantiug of doggerel rhymes, aud it may 
well be that the idea of the “ action 
songs,” which now form so popular a 
part of the kindergarten system, was 
originally taken from these street games.

CASCARONES. 
JLm o is l-T ira c C a lif o r n ia a n * M ex ­ 
ican Amuiemenl. 
Those who are acquainted with the 
customs of old Spanish towns in Califor* 
nia know what cascarones are, and arc 
probably familiar with the ways of us­ 
ing them and the additional enjoy meat 
they lend to all dances where they are 
uaed. To such of onr readers who are not 
well-posted in the matter we will 
attempt to gire a few words of explan­ 
ation. 
The origin of the custom of casc.irone- 
breaking is probably - urrouuded with as 
impenetrable a mystery as the identity 
of the "man in the iron mask.” It was 
brought to California by the early Span­ 
ish families from Mtx co, and up to 
within a few yetrs past, it was au at­ 
tractive feature of every dance given 
during a certain portion of the year. 
Caacurone season begins according to 
custom at 12 o’clock Christinas night, 
and lasts until Ash Wednesday, and any 
one of our old citiz°us can tell of the 
grand times at cascaroue balls in the 
**flash days” when the custom was at 
its height. 
Dances were of almost 
nightly occurrence then, anil hundreds 
of dozens of cascarones wire broken in 
an evening, and many a poor family 
derived a handsome income from the 
manufacture aid sde of cascarones. 
They sold at a dollar per dozen in the 
early tart of the evening and in the 
•‘wee inis' hours” when the commodity 
beoame scarce, un ounce ot gold-dust has 
been known to be given for a single 
dozen. 
Many interesting stories could be told 
of the ousc.irone balls of the past, but 
only one will be mentioned, as an in­ 
stance of the popularity of this peculiar 
feature ot the balls 
On one occasion, 
at a ball given at the residence of Don 
Joae A b reg\ Peto Serrano, then a mu- 
ehacheco, was on band selling cascár­ 
onos. 
A gentleman approached and 
asked what be would take for his cas­ 
, "One dollar a dozen,” was the 
. 
"How many have you?" was 
noxt inquired. 
"Forty dozen.” 
AH 
right. I ’ll take 
them.” 
Taking 
the basket be started down the 
hall, but had not taken a dozen steps 
when he wt*s surrounded by a number 
of yoaog ladies, and in a moment all 
hands were diving into the basket, 
cuming out with duuble handsfull and 
crashing them on his head, while he 
manfnlly strove t > return a few of the 
compliments be received. In tive min­ 
utes not one of the forty dozen casca­ 
rones remained whole. 
The modus 
operandi of caacuroue making is very 
simple, and about bb follow;: Into 
an 
empty eggshell—whole, 
except 
for 
an 
opeuing 
in 
ono 
end 
ju st 
large 
enough 
to 
remove 
the original contents—is placed about a 
teaspoouful of finely chopped paper of 
various bright colors and gold tinsel, 
then the openiog is nearly closed by 
paating a pitee of colored paper over it, 
and then tbe cascaroue is all ready for 
use. In Mexico, iu the good old tune;, 
guando había mucho oro, gold dost mixed 
with diamond dust was often used to 
fill the eggshells at tbe swell fandangos 
given by tbe old grandees. 
And 
it is done occasionally now a days 
by come of the wealthy Dons who wish 
to do the thing up in style. Other 
ways of tilling the shells was to use 
perfumed powder, and sometimes rare 
said costly perfumes were nsod. Very 
often tbe shells were beautifully deco 
rated uiid sometimes hand-painted. In 
M onterey, before the deoline of the cus­ 
tom, tbe shells were often colored in 
faaeiful designs like Kaster eggs, 
and at other times tastefully dec­ 
orated with different colors of paper. 
Chopped paper and tinsel were usually 
put in the shells, bnt on more than one 
occasion gold dollar pieces were used- 


one in each shell. Spiced candy was 
often used, and sometimes powder and 
perfumer/. Housewives religoosly save 
the shells of all the egg, they use and 
put them away until cascaroue season 
comes around. 
In cascaroue breakiug it is not neces­ 
sary that one should be acquainted, in 
fact, it is a sort of "mashing” proceed­ 
ing all through. The act of breaking a 
cascaroue on another's head is to be con­ 
sidered a compliment by the recipient, 
who is in honor bound to return it at 
the first opportunity. 
The proper way 
to break them ii to crush the shell in 
the hand over tbe pecpou's head, allow­ 
ing iti contents to fall on the head. Iu 
the excitement of the amusement, how­ 
ever, the shell is more frequently broken 
on the bead, regardless of locality 
or force ured, and is oftentimes suggest­ 
ive of anything but amiable feeling on 
the part uf the bestower. 
When the 
ice i» once broken by some adventurous 
inaideu or plucky inau, the contagion 
soon spreads, and iu a very short time 
everybody is chasing around the room 
breaking cascarones indiscriminately, 
and receiving them from all sides. These 
mock battles usually occur between 
dances. Years ago a sort of game 
was played in the breaking of 
cascarones. 
It was an object— 
like in the old game of "tag"—to break 
the last cascaroue on another. The one 
breaking the last w is allowed the priv­ 
ilege of asking the other every time they 
met, "H'>w are ray chickens?" and the 
other would be expected to give them a 
present for the benetit of the chicken— 
candy, etc., being usually given. This 
was allowed to be kept up uutil the next 
catcaroue dance, when the game was all 
played over. 
T h e lln gH ali l*a rty S y stem . 
But there comes iu a feature, a natu­ 
ral hub nono tbe less a regrettable fea­ 
ture, of the English party system. As 
tbe object of the party in opposition is 
to turu out the party iu power and seat 
itself in their place, every oppo­ 
sition regards with the strongest preju­ 
dice tbe measures proposed by a ruling 
ministry. Cases sometimes occur where 
these measures are so obviously necessa­ 
ry, or so evidently approved by the na 
tion, that the opposition accepts them. 
But iu general it scans them with a hos­ 
tile eye. Human nature is human na­ 
ture, and when the defeat of a Govern­ 
ment cun he secured by defeating a Gov­ 
ernment hill the temptation to the op­ 
position to secure it is irrisistible.—
